Any twigs as badly infested as the 
specimen you sent should be cut off 
and burned, and the rest of the tree 
should be sprayed with kellhane, 
malathlon or Arasnite. 

Regarding your panaiee. K is moie 
likely eararigs or slugs nibbling the 
petals rather than ants. Tuck a little 
earwig bait in around each plant.

aPANISH BROOM IG.S.. .Sidney)-- 
This shrub may be propagated from 
cuttings taken in early August. Make 
each slip about seven inches long, then 
moisten the cut end and dip It in a 
hormone rooting pmrder such aa Root-, 
one. Roe-Root or Seradix. Insert in a 
bed of sandy soil, covering each slip 
with a Jam jar until rooted. 

• This shrub Is fairly easy to raise 
from seed too. Soak seeds overnight In 
lukewarm water and sow in poorish. 
giitty soil In a ooldframe. watering 
sparing1.\. 

MCK RHI BARB IF.V. O'B.. Vic¬ 
toria) — The rolling of your rhubarb 
stems at soil level is due to a fungua 
infection called Ctown Rot. There Is no 
known cure, and the plant should be 
dug up and burned before the infectim 
can spread to healthy pianta. Do not 
replant rhubarb on the same site. As 
a precautionary mea au r e , it might be 
an idea to spray the remaining planu 
with Gardol Rose Spray, as this con¬ 
tains a systemic fungicide that might 
check the disease in its early stages. 
Gardol is poisonous, so do not uso unUI 
the end of the month when the crap¬ 
ping of all rhubarb should ceano any¬ 
how. 


When repoliing becomes neces¬ 
sary. March Is the beat month. If the 
roots are found lo be running around 
the inaide wall of the pot. it wiU need 
a larger eontalner. Tease out a few of 
the root ends from the Uglit boll and 
scrape away some of the oM soil be¬ 
fore repotting. Give plenly of water 
from March to Septembe r , keeping 
the soil Just a little on the dry aide 
through the winter months. Sponge 
the leaves as often ao you can man¬ 
age with plain arater, and if you 
want a higher gloas, use Schulz's 
Plant SMne, never oil or milk.

AMIWEBI TO RRIDQE QUB 

a. Two Aamonds. The requirement of 1C points or 
more for a twoover-one response is relaxed because two 
diamonds is enough for game and Is therefore not forcing. 
Tbe point is, re s ponder should not make a re s pon s e he Is 
not anxious to ploy. 

b. Two Aamonds. Although a much better hand, 
this Isn't worth a forcing bid. Partner's actim. If any, 
will Indicate whether there is any chance (or slam. With 
good slam prospects, partner will usually raise Aamonds. 

c. Pass. Regardless of score, this hand simply isn't 
worth a bid. 

d. One no trump. Time enough to get slam-minded 
if partner rebids. Thus, if he bids two spades, you will 
encourage by raising to three. 

e. Two no trump. Without a psrt score, this would 
be worth three no trump, but you can be somewhat mors 
emservative when one no trump is enough for game. 
It is important to avoid bidding two clubs or two hearts. 

f. Two spades. Even with a port score of W, you 
should bid two spades with this hand, in hopes of making 
it more difficult for the opponents to come into the bid¬ 
ding. A raise, even when it takes you beyond game, 
doesn't promise great strength.

Over the years, naluially. there have been 
changu In tlie Synagogue building, though 
none ol tliese is very radical. Once there were 
plain, high-backed wooden benches, and these 
have given way to red leatiier covered theatre- 
type seats, though some of the others still re¬ 
main, perhaps for reasons of sentiment. In the 
days when the convention that women should 
worship apart from the men was more rigidly 
observed, there was a women’s gaBery around 
the aides, upstairs. The theory was that femi- 
nlno whispering disturbed the devolioru of the 
more serious males . . . but we won't tnmment 
on that. Anyway, Hie gallery la closed off 
now, and men and women share the red seats 
and use a prayer book which gives the ritual 
In both EngllWi and Hebrew.

Talking to Mrs. Mallek. who was born on 
a Manitoba farm and came tq VIctarU in 1912.

only for ttie Israeiilea but far all sorts of 
cMher groups whose chuixdMs were at Uiat time 
without such amenlliea. 

Today, one of the hall's regular uses b that 
Id Sabbath aciioal for the children on Seiurday 
mornings. Some 30 youngsters—"The largest 
nutnber we've had In some years," said Miw. 
R. D. Barer, of Sandowne Road, who took 
time from a busy morning to show the writer 
over the premises and explain much of Us his¬ 
tory—ara taught the Tample ritual In EkigUah 
and In Hebrew.

AI the moment ttieie b no realdenl raliM 
for the Synagogue. Lucidly, howvver, aa>a 
Mrs. Barer, the people ot thb faith have M.

If what I am about to relate forma part 
■I the true story of Jack Sharp, then his last 
hours were certainly jCiowded, Crowded not 
only with alcohol's termying hallucinations but 
In addition flashbacks on scenes of eorly^ay 
murder and bloodshed calculated to unhinge 
any normal mind. If, as It could be said, old 
Sharp had sold himaelf to the devil forty years 
before, then by evening of that rain-drenched 
October day. the devil certainly stood by hla 
bunk grimly prroentlng a promlsaory note! 

Was John Sharp, as old tlmers loved to 
late, really Bill Quantrill? We'll have to set out 
all the available evklenre and let you be the 
Judge.

First, let's have the stories tkai have maie 
down to us through half a century of woid-of* 
mouth repetition and adornment. 

John Sharp must have been between 70 and 
BO when he died, and even in his old age, a 
big. powerful man. He scorned the use of 
glamea to read with, and was a crai-k shot 
with pistol and rifle. Bill Quantrill. also, was 
a crack shot and always satisfying himself that 
his men were up to a qualifying standard. 
Sharp had grown a beard In his Miier years 
and now, like his unruly mop of hair, it had 
whitened. To the last he .had exceptionally 
fine features snd he must have been a hand¬ 
some man In his youth. This much you learn 
from more than one eyewitness who spoke to 
him after the turn of the century, and from a 
fare picture which I have seen. 


He was an American, and all agree he had 
a foghorn voice, that carried with it a Southern 
accent. There's no doubt of his body bring scar¬ 
red up with past evidences of knife and bullet 
1 wounds, and during his seven years' residenie

"Gel me eome whisky!" came 
the hoarse entreaty from acroos the cabin's 
gloom as George saw the bearded old figure 
half raise himself in his bunk. 

Whethee George got him whisky or not. 
we don't know, but apparently he was the Inst 
person to see old Sharp alive. Next morning 
there was a corpse in the bunk. 


at lonely Coal Harbor, whenever he got llquorrd 
up twhich was fairly often), he sometimes 
seized his Usiener's arm in a vlae-llke grip to 
hoarsely interject, "You don't know who I am, 
do you? I'm BiU Quantrill!" Next day. if the 
listener was around to revive the subject, old 
Jack would indicate by hia evasion that he 
wanted to forget the whole thing. 

-An oM-timr Vancouver limber broker, Eus¬ 
tace Smith, in a letter written 14 years ago 
to the late Bruce McKelvie, told how, in 1902, 
he and his brother met Sharp I then Coal 
Harbor's sole resldenl i while they were guiding 
James Dunsmulr, a Mr. Little and Major 
Audatn on a hunting and fishing trip. The 
party had gone upcoast on Dunsmuir's yacht, 
the Thislle, but not liking the rough weather 
around Cape Cook, had let the vessel go on 
while they landed at Port Hardy and hiked 
across the trail to Coal Harbor. From the 
Smiths' conversatloti with the hermil-like Sharp, 
they fell sure he was either Quantrill or one of 
Quanlrill's iieulenanta. ” 


it. Instead, the commanding officer hired a law¬ 
less character called Ed Terrill and his group 
of mounted ruffians to mop up the Quantrill 
raiders. In this they were successful. There's no 
reason, however, why the men in the Michigan 
cavalry shouldn't have been interested in the 
prisoners when they were brought In. 


Sharp told Duff that when he was wounded 
in the final skirmish with the Union furces, 
he escaped from hoaplla to ride seventy miles 
to lalety. Making hU way to South America, 
he lived In Chile for some years, then returned 
to the U.S. to become a cowboy in Texas and 
Oregon. Later, In 1897, he made his way to B.C,, 
where he aald he first worked in logging 
camps, then did some trapping and finally 
settled at Quatoino about 1900. At the time Dull 
spoke with him he was caretaker of the old 
West Vancouver Coal Company's property. 

When some of this story got Into print, it 
prompted R. F, Montgomery of Qualsino to 
add that he remembered Sharp down in Fort 
Worth, Texas, and H. O. Bergh. the Quatslno 
pcMtmaster, added that he too had heard Sharp 
say he was Quantrill, and how he'd been 
bayoneted in the chest and survived a bullet 
wound in the shoulder. He showed Bergh the 
scars.

Later, In August, 1907. limber cruiser J. E. 
Duff twho'd been in a Michigan cavalry regl- 
ment during the American civil war) reported 
how he Slopped in at Sharp's cabin and Im- 
medlateiy recognized the old man as Quantrill. 

"All right, all right" muttered fSiarp, some¬ 
what Ukea aback. "Come on inside and don't 
ulk so loud." 

By strange coincidence, a troop of'^iehigan 
cavalry- was assigned the Job of finally round¬ 
ing up the Quantrill gang in Kentucky, but in 
the strange fashion of the day, they didn't do

ing overnight at the Dominion Hotel. Next 
day they took the Tbca to Quatatno and at 
Coal Harbor, when they found Sharp to be 
Quantrili. kitted him. Returning to Victoria, 
they disappe a re d ac r oaa the border. Sheer 
hokum, of course. Is the lame ending that there 
was no investigation on account of there being 
no provincial polneman handy, and the author¬ 
ities simply overlooked the whole thing. 

This story maybe steins from the visit to 
Qualalno in the summer of IMT of two Seattle- 
lles. Dr. Ernest Crutcher and his friend William 
Prite. Interested In some mining pesperty. they 
potiered around Qualslno until finally they 
met Sharp. They gave the usual dmcrlpllon 
of the old man. said he was a gracious boat, 
and took a picture of him. Unfertunalely the 
raraera fell out of thai r ennoe and the film 
waa spoiled. Crutebar aud Price d'lki*! recall 
diat Sharp ever menttaaed Quanlrlll. 


Ii was a couple of montha after Itieir visit 
that onr morning Ned Pregon, pioneer atom 
kerfier af Qustaino, dia c au er ud Sharp dead in 
his bunk. There were some marha on hla face 
as It he'd been la a- f igh t , and In addition one 
of his chairs wss brakn. The story got sbout 
that he'd been in a drunhoi fighi with an In¬ 
dian railed Henry, and dtod af his Injuries. 
I'he Qiistsino provincial fonslahla. SoiUnson, 
having somewhat of a puBla an Ws hands, put 
In a lepsrt and Caail. Arthm Carter was die 
paicbed to the acaim fro m Victoria. A dsv or 
two later Carter waa aUa la proae that the 
old man's death waa aaalnly due to chronic 
ak-oliolism. 

II was ralhcr curioua. however, that among 
old Sharp's meoere effoeta Coiior found Iwa 
old capand-ball Coll revolVe i - a , with the Initlala 
“W.C.Q.'* engraved on each butt—initiala that 
could stand for "William Clarke Quantrill.'* 
In addition, he found two or three letters ad- 
drcMcd to Qtis ntrill. Said Carter on hli retuni 
to Victoria, "I'm s^re hla nama nnan’t S h arp , 
and rm sure he was Quantrill.’’ Perhsps this 
chance remark spurred the legsnd; if R iH, 
it also proved that Arthur hadn’t taken time 
ouf lo check his history hoclc. 1

He'd been known to Inform oa his own men to 
get a reward, and he was a girat hand at catch¬ 
ing runaway stoma. Under the guise of assist¬ 
ing them, he always managed lo sell Ihrm 
back ta aamcane else! Liar, thief, araonlsl, 
rapist MHl m u rderer you name It. and Qusn- 
trlH was guPtyl Once with some stolen funds 
he set up a hamc of ill lame in LouisvlUe. and 
put hia girl friend Kale Clarke in charge. It 
waa Qnantrill'a idaa of charity. 

It waa four months alter the dose of the 
war that Quantrili and the reoaaina of his gang 
acre rounded up at Wakefield's farm In south¬ 
ern Spencer County, Kentucky.

In the wild outbreak of pistol and rifle fire 
that faitomod. many of Quantiill's men were 
kllM or wounded, and a lew esraped. Quan- 
ti in himaiff bending low in the saddle as he 
galloped out the farm gate, caught a bullet 
bet w een the ihould e r Mades that damaged hk 
aphie, Juat aa another slug knocked off the 
Index finger of ene hand. 

Picked up be was conveyed lo a military 
prlonn haapiial In Louisville. Ky., where He died 
at 4 o'clock on the afternoon of June I, 1S8S. 
He waa juat aii There rma no question of hia 
iilontfty, far he was rreagnkrt hy prison 
doettn, and acknawledga'd 1^ hla lellow raid¬ 
ers. Certainly there was no quraton of his 
ewapinf from the prison hospital las John 
Sharp alleged! for. from the moment hr waa 
bit, Quantrill was parelyxed from the ihould- 
ers down. He was burled In an uninarhed grave 
in Portland laulisequently St. John’sl cemeaery 
in Louisville, Meniilied in death by both the 
sexton ood hk wile. Sulaiequenily. she toaoed 
the rectory slop water on the plot, but whelhor 
aa a geaturo of eonlcmpt or lo obscure the 
grave'Iriun thooe wha would have ctasorfulijr 
flug up tha rematoa. k hard lo ooy.

I am sorry old Cloverdale House 
must go. but I agree with the gov¬ 
ernment that it's not practical to 
save it. Victoria Is only so big. 
Thia Is not California or Great 
Britain. We have Helmcken House. 
Some day we hope L'raigdarroch 
castle will be furnished as It was 
in the 1890s, and opened to the pub¬ 
lic as a museum. There Is old 
Oaigflower farmhouse, and thia 
the government most definitely 
should purchase. 

That, I believe. Is enough— 
Helmcken House, Craigdarroch 
and Ciaigflower.

Soon to go under the wrecker's 
hammer is one of the mansions of 
Michigan Street. This home, like 
Cleverdale. was once the hccne of 
a premier—or almoat. It stands 
to the east of the new Regent 
Towers, to the immediate west of 
which stands another home of a 
premier—A. E, B. Davie. Obviously 
Iheae two homes cannot be saved. 

The big white house to Regent 
Towers' east was ordered by Pre¬ 
mier William Smithe early In 1887. 
Announcement of it made Page 
One in The Oolonist. and (lipping 
hack the yellowed pages, here la 
what is to be read: 

“A handsome residence—The new 
home of Hon. William Smithe, on 
Michigan Street, adjoining Capt 
John Irving's I where a pai k is to- 
dayl is one of the best built of 
the many elegant homes that have 
lately bwn erected in Victoria. 

“Situated on a choice location, of 
extensive proportions and hand- 
aome in design, it is a marked addi- 
lion to the residential properties of 
the dty. The building ia two 
storeys In height, aeml-suburban in 
style and is divided into 10 rooms, 
the principal ones of which arc 
lighted by large bay windows. 

“The sitting and dining rooms 
are situated to the left of the main 
entrance and are connected by 
folding doors. The mantel of the 
latter is of oak, renaissance in 
style and richly carved. The man- 
t^ and furnishings of the drawing 
and other principal rooms are In 
dark oak and the dining room, hall 
and stairways are finished in black 
walnut, cedar and maple. 

it it ^ 

“The upper floor is divided Info 
four spacious rooms, one of which 
will be used as a library. Cornices, 
centres, etc., are in all the principal 
rooms: the best Minton tile hearths 
and facings adorn all the fire¬ 
places. The windows have white 
cedar blinds and the building 
throughout Is supplied with every¬ 
thing to completeness. 

“Kitchen, pantries, baths, cellar, 
etc., are all conveniently arranged 
and fitted with evgry modern Im¬ 
provement. Special care has been 
taken with the heating and sani¬ 
tary arrangements. 

'^e design is by S. C. Burris, 
architect, Yates Street, and Is an 
evidence of his good judgment and 
taste. The contractors are Messrs. 
Kelly and Sherring. The total coat 
will be between S8.000 and 99.000.“ 

William Smithe, like Robert 


Dunsrauir of Craigdarroch Castle, 
did not live to move into hla new 
mansion. Tan months alter the 
Page One story about hla new 
house, he died He had not been 
loo well, and he had spent some 
months in Californta. When he re¬ 
turned he and hla family went to 
live arith John Robson, then the 
provincial aeerelary. tai his house 
at the soulhweat comer of Govern, 
menl and Michigan. Thia house 
stands yet, now a gevernment 
offloe. 

* * * 

A few areeks before the Smithe 
home was finished, the premier 
died, late In March. 76 years aga 
He was fS. The Cotonist came out 
in black bands of mourning, tor 
Smithe urns a popular man, bom In 


E:ngland. and a farmer In the Cow- 
Ichan Valley, who had been both 
minister of agriculture and min¬ 
ister of finance before he took the 
province's highest elective office. 

As was the custom of the day. 
The Colonist gave all the details, 
considered today to be loo grue- 
•cme to be In the public prints: 

"During his Ust hours he was 
surrounded by hla sorrowing fam¬ 
ily and friends. He was rational to 
the last moment and took an affe^ 
tionate fareweU of his wife and 
Children two sons and a daughter. 
He expressed hU thorough resigna¬ 
tion to the wUl of Providence and 
slated that he had made his peace 
with God and would die in the firm 
hope of a renewed and glorious 
life hereafter. 

“And so, peacefully and calmly, 
passed away a generous souL He 
had reached the highest goal that 
his adopted province could give 
him. He had attained the strict 
confidence of the country, in his 


integrity and honesty: he had 
built himself a home In order that 
he might enjoy the results of his 
success and wias looking forward 
to increased prosperity and com¬ 
fort with hia noble wife and Inter- 
asting family. 

"The years of persistent effort 
and worry and pain were to be re¬ 
lieved and in the prime of life he 
was honored among the highest In 
the land. But it Is all over now. 
The aoul has left Its tenement of 
clay and the features arc still in 
death. 

a a a 

“A good man has fallen. A noble, 
gentle, unaeiflah soul has gone to 
its reward. A loving and loved 
husband and father has been torn 
from a eirrie who will cherish hia 


memory forever. A familiar figure 
has disappeared from the public 
gaze. A powerful and eloquent 
voice is stilled.” 

There was a government 
funeral and the btidy was shipped 
on the B * N for burial a« 
Somenos. The citizens trooped 
through the Robson parlor to 
view "tbe body of the dead 
premier laid in a casket, and 
clothed in full evening dresa-- 
hls features retain their natural 
exp r ession and look as though he 
had fallen Into a peaceful sleep." 
Much sympathy was felt for Mrs. 
Smithe, who "Is prostraied with 
grief at her great bereavement, 
but U not seriously ill.”

It waa a slow procesaion from 
the Robson home to the E A N 
depot and "the magnificent hearrw, 
drawn by four hdrses . . , was 
covered w'ith Wsek velvet.“ 

In his 45 yesrs William fimMhe 


Bcoompllahad a great deal Ha 
waa among thoae who helped 
bring lha Crown colony of BrllMl 
Columbia into Canada. He helped 
ast up the fint provincial govara- 
Rient of B.C. 

In July of IgTi he married tha 
daughter of Cowiehan pioneers: 
“At Maple Bay- at the rreidenoa 
of the bride's father, by the Rsv. 
TTionias Derrick, Widiam Smithe, 
E^.. MPP and JP. to Martha, 
third daughter of Archibald Ren- 
ficw Kelr.“ The Cotoniel noted II 
WM “tito marriage of one of our 
moet pnanlaing young legislelora 
. . . to the daughter of one of 
Cowlchan'a earlieat and beet 
farmera. Moat heartily do ww 
wish the couple haalth. hapfdnaaa 
and praaperity.“
